T@3 Tis faid that every So'l produces 
‘ aa a Remedy for the Dileates ieci- 
dent to its Inhabitents ; and that 
it is our Ignorance of our Ail- 
E40 ments which introduces foreign 
= Druges. ——— This, I believe, 
will be found to hold better ina 
civil than a natural Sen‘e. ——— 
There are, in the Britif Conititution, Remedies for 
almott all political Maladies, be they ever fo violent ; 
and we have feen it perform.Wonders when the 
Patient has been given over by the moft celebrated 
Phyticians. It is true if ever there was a Time 
when the Cale of O--d £ d was defperate, 
it is at prefent; yet I don’t doubt but by the 
Application of Conftitutional Remedies, fhe may 
yet recover, at leait to a green old Age. 

But if the Soil of the Conftitution, from whence 
we are to expect our Remedy, is over-run with 
baleful Weeds of foreign Growth ; ———how are 
we to hope for a Remedy? fince what we mean 
fhould recover us may prove our Bane, But 
thefe Weeds are known by their exetic Form, and 
unnatural Eifeéts. Many fuch I know there are, 
and of them O--d E d is now fick. ——But 
tho’ Lam fingular, perhaps, in my Opinion, | can’t 
yet perceive that her Cate is defperate. 

The P t of G——t Baan, in no In- 
{tance that I can recollect, either from Hiftory or 
kxperience, ever either protected M rs, or 
fcreened Offenders, without, at lesft, fome plaufi- 
ble Defence urg’d on their Side; and if we conh- 
der that, in fo great a Body, fome may have a 
greater Share of Compaffion, fome a lefs Share of 
Senie than others, and a few, perhaps, may not 
be quite fo difinterefted in their Views, it may ea- 
fily be accounted for, why fometimes, tho’ feldom, 
publick Criminals have been protected in their owa 
‘Times, whom every Age fince has concurred in 
condemning. 

But if we can fuppofe an Inftance of a Conduét 
for which nothing can be faid, a Conduct which 
muft brand its Advocates with Infamy in their very 
Attempt to defend it; a Condud@ fo fhametul, fo 
notorious, and barefac’d, that Fools, Children and 
Ideots can be Eloquent againft it; fo wicked in its 
Commencement, fo mad in its Progrefs, and likely 
to prove fo fatal in its Confequences, as not only to 
fbake the Pillars of Government, but to affect even 
the Exiftence of our national Independency: I fay, 
could we fuppofe a Condu& like this had diredct- 
ced the Arms, and influene’d the Councils of G—t 
B , what Englifbmen can be found fo Mean, 
as to think fo poorly of a B——/b Senate, as to i- 
magine that it will triumph over the common 
Senfe of Mankind, that it will mock at the Cala- 
mities of its Country, that it will lend a Hand in 
forging its own Chains, by fereening the Author of 
fucha Conduct. 

The very Nature of the executive Part of our 
Government leaves a great deal to M 
There are many Faéts, many Meafures, which a 
P—aemet muft, at firft, take upon Truft. But 
fhould a P————t find thata M-—=r had plunged 
the Nation into an unequal deftructive War upon 
Ailurances, which, while he mzde them, HE knew 
to -be falfe; upon Views which, while- he -avow'd 
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them, HF knew to be chimerical ; for Ends which, 
while he profefled them, HE knew to be impracti- 
cable; for Purpofes which, had they been fuccels- 
ful, He knew would be fruitlefs: Can we think 
fo defpicably of a Dm—m/h P-——-t as to fuppote 
it would not only protect that M——r from the 
Juftice of his Country, but put into his Hands the 
Means of repeating all his deftructive Schemes, and 
by their own Will and Deed feal their and their 
Pofterity’s Ruin, 

Let us fuppofe farther, that this M——r had 
traiteroufly held up the R——1 Perfon as his Shield, 
that he had boafted he could never be wounded but 
thro’ the Sides of his Sovereign, that thus arm’d 
he had broke thro’ even the common Deceuncies 
which were due to N-——x fuperiour to himfcli in 
Rank, and more illuftrious for the Proofs they had 
given of their Attachment to his M——_y’s Perfon 
and G———t 5; nay, Ne—een whofe miftaken O- 
pinion of this M——r’s Virtues and Abilities, bad 
icaffolded his Greatnefs ; that he had infolently bat- 
fled the Oppofition of the C——— I, and in a 
Point affe&ting the Honour and Intereft of G—s 
B n, had fallen upon an Expedient, which 
anfwered his own wicked Purpofes, tho’ they had 
been detected, expofed, rejected, and guarded a- 
gainft, at that very Bed in which his Predecef- 
fors had ever found their lait and fureft Refuge ; 
that with one wave of his Pen he had cancelled 
the Act of Settlement, and all to ferve a forcign 
Intereft incompatible with thit'of B——mn, and to 
prop a ulclefs Ally, already ruin’d hy his Councils, 
and beegar’d by his Obftinacy ; an Ally whom the 
more we endeavour to raife, muft defcend upon and 
cruily us with the greater Weight; an Ally from 
whom this M--—=-r’s Infolence has driven he: 
Friends, and againft whom his Meafures have given 
her Enemies more Advantage, than they could ever 
have hopsd for from their fanguine Expectations ot 
Succes in the Field, 

After fuch a String of Suppofitions, would it 
not be Impudence in us to fuppofe that fuch a 
M r could find any Advocates, but thofe who 
depend upon his Breath, in a Bj) Senate ; nay, 
in the B——/h Nation, fuch a M—r would not 
have the Merit of being even at the Head of a Fac- 
tion, The moft common Proftitute Is not fo tar 
loft to Decency as to go naked ; but a M rlike 
this (if fuch there is) lays alide that Modelty which 
the moft Proftituted have ever atkecled, and without 
which it would have been impoflible for them e- 
ver to have got Friends fo abandon’d to all De- 
cency, to have efpoufed their Quarrel, 

Tho’ I thall make no particular Application of 
the Sketch I have given above, becaule, perhaps, 
the Reader will agree with me that no fuch exilts ; 
yet as the Time now approaches when his Majetty 
will once more have an Opportunity of taking the 
Senfe of his Great Council, it may be proper to 
throw out a few Hints, with Regard to the prefent 
Situation of our Affairs, which may, perhaps, be 
the. trueft Commentary upon the Picture I have 
drawn, Let us therefore fend our Eyes abroad, 
let us furvey the Continent, let us reflect upon 
what we have done, and what we are now doing. 
An Army maintain’d at an Expence unknown to 
B m, ingaged in a Quarrel indifferent to B----n, 
finifhing a Campaign inglorious to B——n! This, 
I think, is the firit Object which ftrikes the Eye in 
this political Review. As to the Expencem—it has 




















been railed; I believe the Nation may have enough, 


and but juft enough, to furnifh it out another Years 
But upon what Pretences was it railed ? Upon Pre- 
tences, every one of which have fince proved talfe 
and frivoulous. As to the Indifference of the 
Quarrel to Dee, to prove that, no other Arru- 
ment needs be brought, tha its Indifference to thote 
who are moft immediately concern’d in its Event. 
li B » if any Prince upon the Continent, 
could be under any real Appreheafions trom that 
Event, it muft be from the Houte of Anfria lohog 
that Weight, which, it has ever been underitood, it 
ought to pollels, in order to counterballance Grit 
of the Houle of Bourbon. This, it not a jufl, 
was, at leaft, a plaulible Pretence, why even in the 
Pime of the late M----r, large Sums were word for 
the Ufe of the Queca of 47——y, and it wroug)it 
fo far that when that Princefs was ready to he ops 





prefs’d, feveral Princes of the Empire, and covers, 
gave her fuch cfectual Affiltance, as with her owa 
Efforts enabled her to make a glorious Stand. Bue 
this Pretence quickly vanithed with them when 
they difcovered that her Councils ain’d not fo much 
at retaining her old, asat acquiring new Infloence ; 
an Influence which might have been fatal to the 
Germannic Liberties, ince with wen the Power 
fhe retain’d, fhe hid not only difelam’d the Elee- 
tion of the Emperor, but avow'd Ler bnteution of 
{tripping him of his hereditary Dominions, of re. 
ducing him to the State of a begee ‘6 Exile, of o- 
verthrowing the folemn, the autheatic, the wane 
fluenc’d Act. of the Germeonnic Bo > and «ot ine 
volving that Country ina War which mult hive 
con.um’d its Liberties, and roio’d it. Conthiu on, 
All thofe Conuderations quick!y ceccrmince it 
Wuftrious Body, naturally dipoled to the im tt 
watchtul Jealoufy agintt Frame, wo cl 

Conduét, to examine Proceedings, and not 4 
fences , ta try every Expedient for re floriag Peace 
to ther harrats’d Country; of putting it in the 
Power of the C-—t of / a to make a juit, 
an advantagious, and honourable Peace, which lett 
it all its tormer Influence, with all its ‘ormer Power, 
excepting thofe Dominions which by the Com- 
mand or Periuafion of the only Ally the now has, 
fhe had voluntarily given up toa Prince whoie In- 
terefts led him to. be jealous of the public Liberty, 
equally with hetelf. But when by Councils, which 
I thall not pretend to point out, and by the Ad- 
vice of thofe I am unwilling to name, that Prins 
cefs was fo infatuated as to reyedt all Offers, though 
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equally juft on the Part of her Enemic, as hey 
were fate for the Ballance of Power, they (hen 
faw into the Meafures which fhe was adviled to 
purfue, their Apprehenfions then proceeded from a- 
nother Quarter; and they wilely united ia that 


Quarrel which had on its Side the Lead of the 
kinpire, and the Conflicution of Germany If fuch 
were the Sentiments of the Princes of the kinpue, 
if fuch were the Sentiments even of the /)-..4 
themfelves ; if their Condudt prov'’d thete to: be 
their Sentiments, what ouzht to have been thole of 
Cm—t Bn? Was fhe more coucern’d in 
the Defence of the Germannic Vabcrties than thofe 
Princes were, who were threatnes ¢) be opprefs'd ? 
Was the,a maritime and indepentant Power, more 
interefted in the Support of that Ballance than that 
Republic was, whole very kxillence depehds upon 
preventing its being affected in the maft penmee 
Degree? Was it not vilible by the Condugt ofothag 
Republic ever fince the Besinine, of thi Canapre in, 
that France cannot be jaid to have takew her Bate 
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rict Towns fo properly, as fhe may be faid to have 
pur thems its Coe tiands of brace, as an Earnett 
for ter Neutralay, ard of her fecretly approving 
the Jullue of that Quarrel in. which France ap- 
peared a5 an Auxiliary . Can her ‘Vroops, 
Can her Ships be fad 
OF a) Spies. But enough of that, Res ip/a o- 
guilur. 

Vhis brings me to the Jaft Head I mentioned, 
the Jate Inglorious Campaign. Many Accidents, 
many Circumftances, have been known to blaft the 
bo ft concerted Schemes, and difable the moft gallant 
‘Troops. But what Accident, what Circumttances 
beft concurred upon this Oceation ? Did not Prince 
Gharles’s palling the Rhine, and the withdrawing 
tiom Flanders almoft all the French Troops take 
away all Pretences tor InaQivity, thro’ Superiority 
of Numbers ? But what bas bec done? a rath 
March agiinft, a fhameful Stay before, and preci- 
pitate Retieat from an Enemy, not exceeding above 
one halt in Number of us, and our pretended 
Auxiliaries. Tellit not in Gosh; let not the dif 
gracelul Epoch have @ Place in the Briti/) An- 
nal-. 

But, to return to my firft Obfervation, our 
Cufe, bid as it is, is not defperate. The Pretences 
are now removed why the People ought not to 
apply, by way of Initruction, to their Conftitue ats ; 
they have long, thro’ Decency, forborn, let them 
now, for Safety, refume that ‘Privilege ; never was 
there better Grounds, never was there a fairer 
Profpect, and never was there a more interefting 
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Juncture.

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FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 
GERMAN Y. 

Ratiston, October 1. On the 25th of this Moath, 
there was a brisk Action between the Imperialitts 
and Auttrians, at Donawert; «1 which the former 
were very fevercly handled, loft 800 Men, kill’d 
and wounded, and 250 Prifoners, among whona is 
a Colonel. On the 27th, Prince Charles of Lor- 
rain reviewed his Army; on the 28th, he joined 
General Bathiant; and after a Day’s Relt, it ts be- 
heved, he will march directly towatds the King of 
Prufia. This Morning an Exprefs arriv’d here, 
with the unlook’d for News of the Pruffians hay- 
ing wnvetted Egra ; and we have likewile Jotelli- 
pence, that there has been another Bruth at Dona- 
wart, and that the Town has been taken by the 
Imperialifts, Sword in Hand ; if fo, we may expect 
Count Scckendorff, very foon, in this Neigh- 
bourhood, 

Vienna Sept. 2%. By the laft Letters from Bo- 
hemia it appears, thatthe whole “Town ot Prague, 
with its Citadel, was given up to the Prufhans the 
roth. ‘Phe Reafons of General Marfch’s Conduct 
therein are not yet preciely known, but he is 
expected here as this Day, to juitity bis having fo 
foou furrender’d himielf and above 15000 Men 
Prifoners of War. Prince Charles will fet out 
this afternoon to join Maribal Traun at Wald- 
munchen. 

Drejden, Sept. 28. A Perfon juft now arrived 
from the Prufian Camp reports, that their Army had 
purtued their March to Tabor, and had beea jou.ed 
by 2. ,000 Men from Moravia. “The Pruffian Gar- 
rifon of Prague confift, for the prefent but of 5000 
Men, who are not fuftered to pats the Night in the 
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Houfes, but lie upon their Beds before the Doors in 
the open Street, whilit the Barghers darc not ftir 
out of-their Houfes at Night on Pain of Death, 
which they are to incur alfo, if they are found 
talking in private together, or fending Letters trom 
thence, “The City has been obliged to redeem its 
Bells at the Expence of 12,000 Dollars, When 
the City: furrendered, the Militia and the Jews 
came to Blows, in which Scufile 30 of the latter 
were killed, and above 40 wounded; and if the 
Pruffians marching into the Town had not prevented 
ity there would have been greater Mifchiet done. 

Berlin, Sept. 29. Baron Polnits was taken 
into Cuttody here tome Days ago, and is in clofe 
Confinement: The Reafon is not made pub- 
lick. 

HOLLAND. 

Hague, Ofcber 6. This Morning the States 
General nominated M. Kalkoen to be their 
Minifter Plenipotentiary to the King of Poland, 


/andat the fame Time appointed M, ‘Twickle to 


repair to the Court of the Eleétor of Cologn. By 
the fretheft Advices from Flanders it appears, that 
Count Saxe, upon the Allied Army’s purfuing its 
March down the left Side of the Schelde, had not 
thought fit to ftand hts Ground at Point d’Efpiere, 
but return’d on the rit inftant to his old Poft at 
Courtrai. Count Golosking the Ruffian Am- 
baffador here, has .cquitted himfelf to the Dutch 
Minifters, and the Prefident of the Week, of the 
Orders he has receiv’d trom his Court, to declare 
his Miftrefs’s Intentions ot performing her Engage- 
ments to his Britannick Majetty. 
RUSSIA. 

Ahfcow, Aug. 28. His Excellency the Lord Ty- 
rawly, Ambatlador Extraordinary and Plenipoten- 
tiary from the King of Great Britain, having, by a 
Memorial prefented to the Emprefs, made a former 
Requifition of the Succour of 12,000 Men, due to 
his tuid Majefty by the Treaty of 1742, her Imperial 
Muajefty has been pleafed to return a favourable An- 
(wer to his Excellency, declaring her Refolution to 
fulfil her Engagements towards his Britannick Ma- 
iefty, and her having, in Confequence thereof, ac- 
tually appointed a Body of 12,000 Ruffian Troops, 
to be provided with Artillery, and all other Necef- 
faries, in order to their being employed in purfu- 
ance of the Stipulations in the faid Treaty. 

TAL Y. 

From the Camp before Coni, Sept. 26. We 
have had tor thirty Hours paft, a continual Rain 
which feems likely to laft, and our “Vrenches are 
now full of Water. If the Rain holds a little 
l_nger, we fhall, in all Probability, be forced to 
raife the Siege out of Hand, unlefs it be intended to 
lave our Atullery behind us, torafmuch as the new 
Attack, which we had begun iince the 23d inftant, 
on the other side the Geflo, is become impracticable 
by the Overflowing of that fmall River ; betides 
that, the Arrival of our Convoys of Grain and 
Meal, which we have been expecting Day after 
Day, from the Time that we entered the Plain, is 
{till farther obftruéted by this bad Weather, If the 
Advice of the beft Engineers, in Relation to the 
third Attack, had been followed at the Beginning 
of the Siege, we fhould mott certainly have been at 
this Time Matters of Coni; inftead of whith, our 
Armies muft now return to take Winter Quarters 
in France, excepting the Garrifon which we fhall 
leave at Demont, and in the Pofts of the Valley of 
Stura for the Sake of the Communication, ‘That 
Valley being deftitute of Provifions for Man or 
Beaft, our Ketreat will not be at all agreeable, and 
the Barbets will likewife very much incommode us 
in it, 

Geneva, Oéfober 2. The Letters from Cham- 
berry confirm the above Account, and add, that 
the Spaniards are preparing to return into Savoy. 





LONDON. 


We hear that the Petition intended to be prefented for opening 
a new Corefpondence with France, is in Subitance as follows. 


“THAT the ftopping the Packets to and from Dover to Calais, 
will be a confiderable Detriment to the Trading Part of this 
Nation, as it may be a Means of giving other ‘Trading Coun 
* tres an Opportunity of receiving earlier Advices from their Cor- 
refpondents in Italy than your Petitioners poffibly can, uniefs a 
{ree Communication be left open through France, 


‘ Your Petitioners se cerrefect, that in the laff War with 
France the Dutch never tlupt their Mauls, judging, that if the 
obftruced the tormer free Intcrcourfe, other Nations improve 
the Opportunity ; from whence your Petitioners have great 
Reafon to believe they will ftill puriue the fame Mexim, e- 
ven in the Cafe of an open Rupture, and then their Countr 
being the only Padlage lft open and tree, will neceifarily sath 
an Advantage over us in Point of Trade, as its flourifhing greatly 
depends upon early and fecure Advices. Y 
* Your Petitioners have received AfMfurances, that the Court of 
France have, on their Side, given proper Orders tor permitting 
the Com.ninication as befure, 
* They therfore pray your Grace to lay thefe Confiderations 
before his 'i jetty, and pray that he will be gracioufly pleas’d 
to grant a tree Patage for the Packet Boat to and from Dover to 
Calais, in the Lke Manner as they have gone fince the Declarae 
tion of War. 

* And your Petitioners in Duty bound fhall ever pray, &c,’ 
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Molt of the fubfiantial Merchants and Traders of London, 
apprehending anew Correfpondence with France would, ai thie 
juncture, be a national Prejudice, intend, as we are iiorm’d, 
to prefent a Counter-Petition, which is .1n Subitance as follows, 

‘ ‘THAT the Petitioners are fenfible the Time is elaps’d ac- 
‘ cording to the roth Article of the Treaty cf Utrecht, for 
the cealing Correfpongence with France, the two Nations being 
at open Rupture, and the Petitioners have taken their Meafures 
accordingly. 

* ‘That the French having, as the Petitioners are inform'd, fig- 
nified by their Proclamation at Calais, their Detire that the 
Packet Boats between that Place and Dover thould be continued 
as ufual ; and the Petitioners being informed that an Application 
hath, or is likely to be made to your Grace for that Purpofe, 
the Petitioners beg Leave to ofter their Reafons againft the 
fame, viz. 

* That the French Nation would never have propofed to renew 
the Correfpondence between us, unlefs they perceived a mani. 
feit Benefit to arife from it, and the Petitioners apprehend they 
will have a very great Advantage over us, if this Overture 
from them fhould be complied with, particularly by being ena- 
bled to receive the moft early Intelligence from the Spies here, 
and our publick Papers, in relation to our Men of War, Pri- 
vateers, Merchant-Men, and Convoys, from whence the Pe- 
titioners feveral Trades mutt inevitably fuffet .more than if the 
Correfpondence be clofed; which Advantages the retitioners 
cannot receive from the French, it being notorious, that on 
their Side none of their Subjects dare give us any kind of In- 
telligence of the leait Importance, 

« ‘That the Petitioners are of Opinion, the Example in the laft 
War of the Dutch continuing a Correfpondence with France, 
ought to be no Rule for the Government of the Englith at pre. 
fent, becaufe the Dutch might be carrying on all that Time 
avery beneficial Trade with France, which is not the Cafe of 
the Englith, for it is fenfibly felt here, that we pay the French 
Nation feveral hundred thoufand Pounds Sterling yéarly, upon 
the Ballance of Trade. 

* That in the Opinion of the Petitioners, the Correfpondence 
to and from Italy can’t be in the leaft prejudiced by the ftop- 
ping of the Correfpondence to France ; tew or no Merchants, 
except Foreigners, at prefent, truft their Letters through France, 
and the Way of Holland and Flanders is as expeditious, and 
frequently made Ufe of in Time of Peace ; and the Petitioners 
beg Leave to iubmit it to Confideration, whether the Publication 
ot renewing a Corrcipondence at this Time with France, may 
not occafion an Apprehention in the Public, that an Accommo- 
dation between the two Nations is near a Conclufion, which 
your Petitioners imagine will very near, if not totally extinguith 
the Spirit of fitting out Privatecrs, which hath hitherto been 
highly advantagious to the Nation, not only in protecting our 
own Trade, but by the annoying that of the Enemy. 

* The Petitioners therefore humbly pray, that a Reprefen-

* Petition, that the Correfpondence with France may con- 

* tinue clos’d.

Laft Saturday arrived a trench Mail, by which there is Ad- 
vicc, that the Noftra Senora de Regla, and the Noftra Senora 
del Rofario, from Vera Cruz, both arriv’d at Cadiz the 25th of 
September, N.S. being convoyed into that Port by feven French 
Men ot War belonging to the Breft Squadron. ‘They have on 
board 200000 Dollars, befides Cochineal, &c. It’s faid what is 
regifter’d and unregifter’d is to the Value of upwards of 2000000 
ot Dollars. 

‘There is Advice from Paris by the faid Mail, that printed Pa- 
pers had been ftuck up in all the moft noted Places in the Chief 
‘Towns and Cities in the Kingdom of France, intimating, that 
the French Court was {till inclined to continue the Communication 
with England, for the mutual Advantage of the Merchants of each 
Nation, provided thefame thould be accepted of by the Court of 
Great Britain. 

Sunday arriv’d a Mail. from France, which is the laft that 
is expected, 

‘The Edward, M‘Carthy, from Plymouth for Lifbon, is taken, 
and caried into Bilboa. 

The Expedition, -- -, from Hamburgh to Dungevan in the 
Ifle ot Sky, was taken the 19'h of September by a French Privateer 
of three Carriage and four Swive. Guns, and upwards of so Men, 
and carried into Calais. ‘The Privateer had five Ranfomers on board, 
in which Number was Captain Dunbar, of Montrofe, and Capt. 
Gardiner, ot Aberdeen, who were taken at the Back of the 
Neis. ‘The Amount of the Ranfoms is about 700 |. Sterling. 

The Edward, White, from Conningsburg for Hull, was taken 
on Wednefday 7-Night laft about 15 Leagues from Flamborough 
Head, by u French Dogger Privateer; the was ranfomed for gool. 
the Veifel is got to Scarborough. 

The Jofeph, Cam, trom Dantzick for Hull, is miffing, and 
fear'd to be taken by the faid Privateer. ; 

The Anne, Salkeid, from Oporto tor Whitehaven, is taken by 
the » and carried into Bayonne. 

The Fame, Capt, Comyns, and the Winchelfea, Capt. Gerrald, 
with their Tender, were fatearriv’d at Madeira; and failed again 
from thence the 12thof Auguit, N. S, on a Cruize. 

Lat Week the Rev, Mr. Bridges was inftituted to the Rectory 
of Pudding-Norton, in the Country of Nortulk; the Rev. Mr.
